CANADIAN WOMEN OF 
NOTE AND THEIR WORK 


The following paper Was read : 
the January meeting of the 
Women’s Instilute, by Mra. J, B. 
Hough. 

When one attempts to even en- 
umerate the Canadian Women of 
Note, let alone discuss their work, 
one finds herself wandering afield, 
not knowing whither to turn for a 
beginning and uterly hopeless to 
see the goal in view, 

‘Atthough a comparatively young 
renderfuily endowed with 
tatural resources of ininerals, for- 
ests and soil, Canada is just 
as fully rich in respilen- 
dent womanhood, that Has meant 
and wil mean a continued 
ascendency of Canadian Ci izenship, 
I would, therefore, briefly men- 
tion a few of the leading ladies tn 
various walks of Canadian Life 
and perhaps discuss the lives of 
some of them, No doubt mary of 
you are well acquainted with the 
lives and works of several of these. 

Two of the leading artists are 
Mary Heister Reid..and. Mrs, P, 
MacGillivray Knowles, Mary Heister 
Reid was deeply absorbed in her 
work; never wholly satisfied wi.h 
what she had done and always 
striving after perfection. Perhaps 
she was reticent,about her work 
because she realized how painful is 
the way to perfection. in-oné’s ar.

46,340. 

The work was carried on tn eight of 
the nine Provinces, according to a re- 
view of the Dominion Department of 
the Interior. Individual operations in- 
cluded such items as the extension of 
oblique photographs over ah area of 
16,200 aquare miles west of Lake Win- 
nipeg for forestry purposes; an ob- 
lique photograph operation covering 


vertical photographic operations of 
smaller areas in various parts of Oan- 
ada. 

“Since the inauguration of aerial 
photography in Oanada six years ago 
by the Topographical Survey, Depart- 
ment of Interlor, working in co-opera- 
tion with the Royal-Canadian Afr 
Force, this art has repeatedly demon- 
strated Its value in its application to 
mapping,” says the Interior Depart- 
ment.

Lawrence was still helping his Arab 
friends In the years after the war. His 
assistance was divided between H. 
Feisal, King of Irak, and his, brother, 
Abdulla, who was ruling Trans-Jor- 
dania. 

Abdulla originally came to Trans- 
jordania with the idea of making war 
on the fre avenge his brother's 
expulsion, but has suspended his hos- 
tile intentions. An amusing incident 
occurred in 1921, when he found two 
French Catholic priests stirring up 
anti-British propaganda. He dismiss- 
ed them from his kingdom and put in 
their places. two American Presby- 
terian missionaries. When a furious 
protest came from the Vatican, Abdul- 
la replied innocently, pleading~his ig- 
norance of the difference between the 
various Christian sects; however, as 
Lawrence happened to be with him at 
the time, we may doubt this. 

Of Lawrence during this political 
*| period thero are many stories that 
one day will be collected, true and 
false together, in a fulldength “Life 
bar-land Letters.” I can vouch for the 
truth of two or three typical ones. 
Lawrence went to Jedda in June, 1921, 
adn tried to make the treaty with Hus- 
sein to which he refera in the letter 
that I have quoted. Hussein kept him 
arguing for two months in the heat, 
hoping to break down British opposi- 
tion to his claim for a paramount post- 
tion above other Arab princes, and 
finally put. him off altogether, suggest- 
ing taht he continue the negotiations 
with his son Abdulla in Amman. 

Lawrence sent a cipher cable to 
Lord Curzon, the Foreign Mipister. 
“Can dd@ nothing with Hussein. Are 
you fed up or shall I carry on with 
Abdulla?” Curzon, who was a stickler 
for the diplomatic phrasing of official 
dispatches, ‘asked his secretary: 
“Pray, what does this term, ‘fed ip’,

Berlin.—President von Hindenburg, 
by exercising once more his iminense 
personal authority in a political crisis, 
succeeded recently in bringing order 
out‘ of chaos. As a result of his sec- 
ond letter within a week to the minis- 
ters demanding passage of the budget 
and certain other pressing legislation 
before the Reichstag is dissolved, all 
the principal parties agreed this af- 
ternoon to accept the Cabinet's emer- 
gency program. 

This assures that the 1928 budget, 
providing for the payment of the 
Dawes plan, annuities for the first 
so-called standard years by Germany 
will be adopted before the election 
campaign begins. Under the arrangé- 
ments accepted by all the major 
parties the Reichstag will be kept at 
work until April 1 and the Parliamen- 
tary elections will be held some time 
in May. 

Radicals Only Opponents. 


This plan was adopted by all the 
parties except those representing the 
“lunatic fringe—the Communists and 
Fascists. The program was adopted 
pander the pressure of President van 
Hindenburg’s letter because no party 
dared to say “No” out loud to the 
President. It speaks volumes for 
Marshal von Hindenburg’s impartiall 
ty, that in the present case he is act- 
ing directly counter to the clamor of 
the Conservatives—the very men who 
elected him to his exalted office. 

The opposition parties, while agree 
ing to co-operate in winding up the 
Parliamentary business and to refrain 
from making partisan motions, re- 
served the right to criticize and vote 
against the budget, for the creation 
of which they had no responsibility.

P. W. Koeppen 1 An The American City 
(New York), /was worked out by Dr. 
E. V. Brumbaugh, Deputy Health Com- 
missioner. The manufacture of the 
gowns requires the services of a 
seamstress to supply the seventy 
visiting nurses of the Milwaukee 
Health Department with enough 
paper gowns, We read: 


“Until a year and a half ago, the 
nurses wore the usual cloth gowns at 
homes in which thete was a com- 
municable disease. . Dr. Brumbaugh 
had long felt that those gowns, which 
were left to others to sterilize and 
were washed by laundries, were un- 
satisfactory. A careful inquiry re- 
vealed that there were no ready-made | 
paper gowns which exactly suited the | 
purpose. He confided his paper-gown | 
idea to one of the nurses, and she sug- 
gested that the gowns be made with- 
in the Department. 

“She bought a pattern for a nurse’s | 
gown from a local department store, | 
and a roll of crepe tissue paper.

CURSE OF AFRICA 


London.—Rey. A. E. Guest, of Qut- 
bocolo, West Central Africa, has spent 
a lifetime teaching natives of Darkest 
Africa to abandon certain suggéative 
dances. He has just come to London 
to learn that civilization is doing the 
very steps which he has asked the na- 
tives to omit from their repertoire. 

“Bach kick and each wiggle of 
these dances has ite own particular 
meaning,” Mr. Guest explained, “and 
I feel certain that if British dancers 
had any idea of these meanings they 
would never dance the Heebee-Jeebie 
or the Black Bottom again.” 


Shocked Bdyond Words. 


The minister was “shocked beyond 
words,’ he said, at an Islington 
Church. 

“This is the most serious problem 


rica today. One of the chief reasons 
for the prevalence of this immorality 
is the performance of dances similar 
to the Black Bottom,” 
“The Black Bottom which I saw per- 
formed by scores of young people at 
a London dance hall {s nothing more 
nor less than an adaptation of a na- 
tive African dance, the meaning cf 
lwhich is too horrible to describe.”

“When this dance Is over the youth 
goes and takes as many ‘wives’ as he 
wants, 30 being about the usual num- 
ber.” 

To dances in general, the minister 
said, he had no objection, but he 
knew from firet hand observation that 
the Black Bottom and the Heebie-Jee- 
bies were nothing less than exhibi- 
tions of primitive animalism. 

“At Quibocolo,” he said, “we sus- 
pended native Christians for even 
watching the Black Bottom; yet I 
come home and find my white breth- 
ren performing the same immoral 
dances that are the curse of darkest 
Africa. fea 

“They must positively be stopped.”

Dominion Wealthy 


‘Canadians Buy Many Bond 
| in Own Industries 

Toronto.—The appointment of four 
Canadian members to the directorate 
of the Noranda mine and smelter is 
, Rot the only evidence of increasing 
wealth within the Dominion. 

Not only do Canadians now hold 
the controlling intetresat in Noranda, 
but also they hold about 66 per cent. 
of International Nickel, while they 
have kept the control of Massey-Har- 
iris within the Dominion, and just now 
they have made sure that the British 
Empire Steel Corporation shall he 
kept chiefly in Canadian hands. 

In 1927 Canadians purchased their 
own bonds to the value of $305,461, 
186, while United States investors 
bought the bonds fasued by the Gov- 
ernment, the municipalities, corpora- 
tionsh and railways of the Dominion 
to the extent of $300,304,547. At the 
present time it ie estimated that Cana- 
dians now own over 70 per cent. of 
their own Government and municipal 
bonds, in comparison with the mere 
40 of such securities that they held 
immediately before the outbreak of 
the war.

-|feal specimens of great value, the 


armories of the Tower of London, for 
yarious reasons, have remained (in 
statu quo for a considerable period, 
says “The Times,” London.” In the 
middle of the nineteenth century the 
admission fees to the armories’ were 
eurmarked for a purchase grant, and 
from this pleces of great interest 
were acquired at sales, notably the 
Brocas sale in 1834, the Bernal sale 
in 1855, and at the dispersal of the col- 
lections of the Earl of Shrewsbury, 
1857; of Baron Peuker. 1858, and of 
Baron de Cosson, 1893, the last pyr- 
chase being a pistol at the Gurney 
tale in 1898. 

Of later years the fantastic prices 
given by American collectors for 
armor’ and weapons have rendered 
competition in this respect quite im- 
possible, and the magnificent armors 
of the Earls of Cumberland and Pem- 
broke, made in English workshops by 
the great master Jacob Halder, of 
Greenwich, have been allowed to 
leave the country without protest, 
while during the same period large 
sums have been raised to preserve 
the work of foreign painters for our 
national collections. ‘The last im- 
portant additions to the armories 
were the fine pleces which formed 
part of armors dy in the Tower 
that the King trahsferred from the 
Royal Armory at Windsor in 1914, 

For nearly 100 yeara, the little 
known Rotunda Museum on Wool 
wich Common has sheltered several 
examples of outstanding interest 
which were placed there at a time 
when the Tower was 60 sda | 
with war stores that no room cou 
be ound for any addilons,to the 
armorles. These pleces were ac 
quired early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and were added to by General 
Letroy, who purcbased some fine ex- 
amples of fifteenth century armor at 
Rhodes in 1866.
